JOINT FUNERAL FOR. 23 
MEN IN AIRSHIP WRECK 


‘Kaiser and Sons, Count Zeppelin 
and Members of Foreign 
Embassies Attend.’ 


BERLIN, Oct. 21.—Impressive' joint 
funeral services were held today over 
the bodies'of 23 of the 28 victims of 
Friday's disaster to the Zeppelin 
airship at Johannisthal. The ceremo- 
nies took place at noon’ inthe old 
Garrison. Church. near _.the, Imperial 
palace. The Emperor and his sons 
were present, accompanied by the 
Empress and the Grown. .Princess, 
while about 1000 officers of the army 
and navy also attended. 

The coffins, which occupied the 
entire chancel of the church, were 
covered with masses of floral trib- 
utes of members of the Imperial fam- 
lly, the foreign embassies and lega- 
tions and various navel and military 
organizations. The attaches of the 
various foreign legations attended in 
full uniform. 

Aftern’ the service in’ the church, 
seven of the bodies were taken to 
an adjoining cemetery for burial, the 
six sons of the Emperor heading the 
procession of mourners. The other 
bodies were taken to the homes of 


Cheers went up fram the crowd as the 
fireman who caught Magee by the hair 
set him on the rungs of the ladder.

OUT OF COURT 


Federal Judge Quashes Indict- 


| ment Charging Mailing of 


Improper Matter. 


AUGUSTA -Ga., Oct. 21.—The trial here 
;of Thomas E. Watson, charged with 
evcnding improper matter through the 
mails, ended abruptly at noon today. 
when Federal Judge Rufus E. Foster 
sustained the motion of the defense 

Quashing the indictment against the 
Georgia editur. 

Watson addressed the Court in his 
, own behalf. The courtroom was crowd- 
(ed. Watson's address was an argument 
| that the statute under which he is bde- 
(ing prosecuted, was aimed at persons 
, Bending literature dealing with vicious 
| and degrading uses of drugs and not 
|at papers or pamphlets of the nature 
of his magazine. The indictment 
charges that a copy of the editor’s 
magazine making an attack upon the 
Roman Catholic Church contained ob- 
scene language which the writer repre- 
sented as being questions asked by 
priests of those in the confessional. 

Watson's attorneys concluded their 
argument for an annulment of the in- 
dictment principally on the ground of 
constitutional guarantees for a free 
press. Judge Foster ruled that the con- 
tention of the liberty of the press was 
beside the issue. 

Privileged to Reindict Him. 

In directing that the indictment be 
quashed, Judge Foster said: 

“It appears iin this indictment that 
the publications alleged to have been 
sent through the mails in violation of 
the law are extracts from a complete 
article. It is my opinion that the Gov- 
ernment is required to pleade the en 
tire article and is not entitled to pick 
out a few paragraphs here and there 
and make them the basis of an indict- 
ment.”’ 

He added that if the Government 
were allowed to pursue such a course 
it would be possible to indict a per- 
son for sending through the mails u 
copy of the Bible. In sustaining the 
motion the Judge said he was not rui- 
ing upon the question as to whether the 
articles were obscene and that the Gov 
ernment might at any time proceed to 
reindict Watson. 

Upon. request of S. G. McLendon of 
ecunsel for the defense, the drawing of 
thé jury had been postponed in order 
that two motions might be presented to 
the Court. The first was a petition ask- 
ing that the Government be directed to 
file a bill of particulars, supplying the 
issues of “Watson’s Magazime’”’ and “The 
Jeffersonian.” in which the alleged ob- 
scene language appeared. By direction 
of the Court, this immediately was com- 
plied with. , 

The second motion, upton which argu 
ment, Was uncompleted, when court 
met today, sought the quashin:: 
of the indictment. It was admit- 
ted by the defense that Watson had 
written and published certain attack: 
upon the Roman Catholic Church upur 
the passages referred to in. the indici- 
ments returned against him, Nov. 12, 
1912. Two of these passages were in 
English and one in Latin. McLendon. 
however, argued that the indictment 
should be quashed because the alleged 
unmailable matter was not set out 
therein, nor were the names of any 
persons addressed given, because the 
publication containing the passage was 
not a book or pamphlet, because the 
the

As a dramatized clinic the first venture of the 
Social Hygiene Society into theatrical sex instruc- 
tion was a success. “Damaged Goods” is a skill- | 
fully constructed, powerful play, admirably de-| 
signed to impress upon the mind of the anditor 
the horrors of the disease with which it deals. 
It is .unfortunate that this play, manifestly 
addressed to the sophisticated, should be 
put forward as a wholesome lesson for the 
unsophistieated, the innocent and ignorant youths 
of both sexes. It offers notonly a frank 
discussion of the dangers of vice, but a profoundly 
cynical view of society and social morality. It is 
pervaded with the cynicism of the Parisian bou- 
levard and the salon of the initiated. Mixed with 
the instruction and the warning is a mess of sex 
immorality from which the young should be 
spared. 
One wonders whether a line of the play may not 
be aptly applied to its effect on the mind of the 
young women who witness it; whether the. dra- 
matic exaggeration and emphasis of sex, its vices 
and their menace may not have the unwhole- 
some effect of having their “ideas of love bound 
up with the horrors of the hospital.” 
It is singular that Brieux makes the one charac- 
ter in the play who suffers most from the conse- 
quences of vice, prove the futility of mere knowl- 
edge and fear to prevent vicious indulgence. 
Georges Dupoent’s terror does not prevent him 
from taking risks and the lesson of the doctor, 
who is pietured as thé arbiter not only of life and 
death, but of the destiny and happiness of man- 
kind, is caution.
